Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
3/26/10 has been entered. 

2. Claims 21 , 50, 79 and 1 26-1 34 have been amended. Claims 21 -39, 41 -45, 47- 
68, 70-74, 76-97, 99-103, 105-107 and 123-134 are pending. 

Ciaim Objections 

3. Claim 1 26 is objected to because of the following informalities: The amended 
claim recites "changing the level of transparency of the display of the." The word 
"picture" seems to have been inadvertently struck-through. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

4. Claims 1 26, 1 27, 1 29, 1 30, 1 32 and 1 33 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: Claims 1 26 and 1 27, 1 29 and 1 30, and 1 32 and 1 33 are duplicate 
claims. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 79-97, 99-1 03, 1 05-1 07, 1 25 and 1 32-1 34 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject 
matter. 

Independent claim 79 recites "[a] computer program embodied on a computer 
readable medium." The broadest reasonable interpretation of a claim drawn to a 
computer-readable medium typically covers forms of non-transitory tangible media 
and transitory propagating signals per se in view of the ordinary and customary 
meaning of computer readable media, particularly when the specification is silent (as 
is here) , or open-ended. See MPEP 21 1 1 .01 . As such, the claim is rejected as 
covering a signal per se, which is not directed towards statutory subject matter. 

Dependent claims 80-97, 99-103, 105-107, 125 and 132-134 are rejected based 
upon the same rationale.

7. Claims 21-39, 41 -45, 47-68, 70-74, 76-78, 1 23, 1 24, 1 28 and 1 31 are allowed. 
Claims 79-97, 99-1 03, 1 05-1 07, 1 25 and 1 32-1 34 would be allowable if rewritten 

or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 101, set forth in this Office 
action.
